MOMENTOUS QUESTION HAS AT 
LAST BEEN SETTLED 


After Many Weeks Continuous Debate 
in the House, the Bill was Carried 
by a Majority of 41—Attempt to 
Pass Amendment for Six Months’ 
Hoist was Defeated—No Scenes of 
Enthusiasm Marked the Passage.. 


Ottawa.—After exactly five weeks 
continuous debate the second reading 
of the naval bill was carried in the 
house by 119 to 78, a majoriy of 41. 
Previous to this the amendment 
moved by Mr. W. B. Northrup that the 
second reauing of the bill take place 
this day, six months, commonly 
known as the six months’ hoist, was 
defeated on the same division. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, howevef, insisted on 
the members being put on record on 
the main motion and the same f.rm- 
ality was gone through with the same 
result. Mr, Verville voted with the op- 
position, for the six months’ hoist, anu 


is against the second reading o1 the| 


bill. This being the only defect, it 
being a straight party vote. 

There were none of the scenes of 
enthusiasm which made the previous 
divisions sue¢h spectacular events. 
ultra loyalist raised his voice in song 
to express the hope that his maj sty 
the king might long be spared or even 
those who consider a division can he 
taken without the usual accompani- 
ment of ‘‘O Canada.” and such ditti 3, 
sut mute. The galleries were again 
well filled. 

Out of the 221 members of the house 
197 registered their votes for or against 
the building of a Canadian navy and 
the comparative smallness of the gov- 
ernment on such an important iscue 
was a matter of comment. 

The whole of the day was consum- 
ed in discussing the six months’ hoist 
motion of Mr. Northrup, the speaking 
being confined entirely to the opposi- 
tion side of the house, The feature 

. of the proceedings was the bolting of 
Mr. W. F. MacLean, to the accom- 
paniment of Liberal cheers, In a 


characteristic speech Mr. MacLean 
supported the government's pro- 
gramme and only regretted that it 


went such a little way. 

The six months’ hoist was moved 
by W. B. Northrup of East Hastings, 
in amendment to the motion of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier that the naval bill be 
read a second time, The gist of Mr. 
Northrup’s remarks was that it did 
not lie within the rights of the Do- 
minion parliament to pass the bi'l in 
the form proposed, and it would be 
ultra vires of the imperial parliament, 
Ry _ placing the navy under the con- 
trol of the governor-in-council an 
attempt was made to overthrow tife 
erogative of the king as for centuries 
he supreme commander. 


Lumsden Charges Very Moderate 


Ottawa.—R. C. Smith, K.C., counsel 
for transcontinental railway commis- 
sion examined former chief enginecr 
«Lumsden upon the resumption, of the 
inquiry of }ntter's charges. recently, 
Mr. Lumsden said ‘he -had full re. 
sponsibility under the commission and 
he considered that his authorit; 
supreme over the contractors 
spect to quality ind quantity of their 
work. He snid the payment of pro- 
gress estimates was not binding upon 
the commission, The engineer in the 
districts B. and F, was appointed on 
his recommendation. He could not pos- 
sibly remember the case in which the 
commission appointed an engineer in 
opposition to his recommendation. 
Regarding the engineers in whom he 
had lost confidence he said he could 
not make any definite charges because 
he did not know when they had made 
classification. 


He would not suggest that the prin- 


ciple of classification had been chang- 
ed by these men. He stated distinctly 
that he made no charge against the 
engineers of doing intentional wrong. 


Will Make Their Own Automobiles 

New York.—Following the announce- 
ment that J. P. Morgan and company 
will finance an important merger of 
motor car companies comes the news 
of the formation of a manufacturing 


company unique in the history of the! 


nutomobile industry. One hundred of 
the leading business men of the street 
are to make automobiles for their own 
use on designs embodying the best 
features of both American and 
foreign cars. The company will 
have a factory at Springfield, Mass., 
the output of which will be bought at 
the actual cost of manufacture by the 
stockholders, 

The concern has been incorporated 
under the laws of the state of New 
York, with a nominal capital of $10,- 
000.000. It is understood that the 
number of automobiles will be limited 
to 100 cars, the number of stock- 
holders., 


Child Suicides in Russia 


It may not be generally known that 
child suicides, so numerous in Ger- 
Inany, are nearly as common in Rus- 
sia. During 1907 some 400 children 
under sixteen years of age are said to 
have taken their lives in Russia, near- 
ly all of these, as with Germany’s 
yearly 600, being pupils at secondary 
schools, And as those of Germany 
where the courses of study are severer, 
if anything, overstrain must play .a 
considerable ‘part in producing the 
state of mind which leads the child to 
take. its life. In some cases the ab- 
normal precociousness of the children 
was extraordinary.—From The West- 
minster Gazette. 


Emigration of Reservists 


London.—In the commons recently 
Sir Edward Grey snid that emigration 
of reservists could only be permitted 
to a limited extent. Respecting the 
time of expired soldiers, the army

CHANGE IN INSURANCE BILL | 


Participating Policyholders Made 
Members of Companies—May Take 
Part in Business Meetings 


Ottawa.—The insurance bill as 
amended by the banking committee, 
was moved for the third reading by 
Sir Richard Cartwright in the Senate 
recently. Senator Beique offered an 
amendment to the clause making par- 
ticipating policyholders members of 
life insurance companies for the pur- 
pose of participating in the business 
of the annual meetings and the elec- 
tion of directors. Senator Beique’s 
amendment provided that where a 
company goes into liquidation the par- 
tisipating policyholders shall not be 
liable to contribute to meet the losses 
of the members of the company, and 
shall not share in the distribution of 
the assets, except as entitled to do so 
as a policyholder, He said the amend- 
ment was necessary to save the policy- 
holders from greater responsibility 
than was intended,

A few years ago anyone 
who could pay steerage fare could be 
dumped down penniless on the Do- 
minion shores, but now every immi- 
grant, with certain definite exceptions, 
must have the equivalent of a British 
five-pound note over his fare, and he} 
must always sail from the land of his 
citizenship. It is only the ‘first of 
these that has affected the Scotamen. 
A real Scot will wander to the ends of 
the earth without a shilling in his 
pocket, and he would ship to Canada 
or anywhere else quite cheerfully al- 
though he knew that he would have 
to work for his first- nieht’s lodginrs 
after he got there. But when he can't 
bouk a pussage at all without five 
Foon to spare on the other, side, it 
8 quite a- different matter. It makes 
wim think. If he has not got:the five 
pounds he must, perforce, remain at 
home. If he has, he usually hrs more,

It is the same word in each 
case, just one word, used only by our 
Lord and on these five different occas- 
ions. It is used once by the people to 
the blind man _in Mark x, 49. The 
word used by Paul in Acts xxvii, 22, 
25, is a different word, but one of great 
encouragement. There can be no last- 
ing comfort or good cheer apart from 
the forgiveness of sins. Jesus did not 
treat symptoms, as many physicians 
do, but went at once to the root of the 
difficulty. The four men broucht theic 
friend that he might be cured of his 
palsey, but Jesus began by forgiving 
his sins. He saw the faith of those 
who brought him and determined to 
heal him, but He began “by cleansing 
his soul. He once said to Simon Peter, 
“Tf I wash thee not thou hast no part 
with Me” (John xiii, 8), and that: is 
truly a saying of great import. If we 
are cleansed from our sins we shall’in 
due time have perfectly whole bodies; 
so, having saved this man, He also 
gave him a healed body, and he arose 
and departed to his house. The four 
earnest men who brought their palsied 
friend to Christ to be heuled of his dis- 


ease were guite sure that if they could 
get, him to’ Jesus they would not, need 
to carry him away, and they were not 
disappointed: 

The question of the Phariseos, “W) 
is this?” (Luke,v, 21) repeated in Lu 
vii, 49; Matt. xxi, 10, carries us back 
to Isa. Ixiii, 1; Jer. xxx, 21. Moses 
ssid, “Who am I?” (Ex, iii, 11) but 
the only pertinent question is, “Who 
is He?” “Whom say ye that I’ am?” 
It is HN blessed thing for al! who, know 
that He is the Son of Man, who hath 
nower on earth to forgive «sins and 
that He has forgiven them: Luke says 
that Jesus perceived the thoughts of 
these men, or, as it is in our lesson, 
“‘Tesus, knowing their thoughts, said, 
Wherefore think’ ye evil in your 
hearts?’ We do well to remember the 
words of Ezek. xi, 5, “I. know the 
things that come into you mind, every 
one of them.” 

As Jesus went forth He saw a publi- 
can named Levi or Matthew sitting 
at the reccipt of custom, and, having 
said to him, ‘Follow me,’ he: left ‘all, 
rose up and followed Him. Compare 
verse 9 and Luke v, 27, 28. Matthe: 
sneaks only of Jesus sitting at meat 
the house, but Luke tells us that th¥s 
was a great feast which Levi made for 
Jesus in his own house and that a 
great company of publicans and others 
sat down with them. Jesus calls whom 
he pleases Mark ili, 13). The Father 
gives unto Him whom He will (John 
vi, 37; xvii, 2), and yet there are none 
among those who hear who may not 
come if they will (John iii, 16; Rey. 
xxii, 17). The fault finding, self right- 
eous scribes and Pharisees are: always 
on hand with their mumuringa, but 
they said a fine thing one day when 
they said, “This man receiveth sinners 
and eateth with them” (Luke xv, 2). 
They were the destructive critics of 
their day, and those of our day would 
do well to lay to heart some things 
thet Jesus said to them and of them. 
They considered themselves whole and 
righteous and had no use for suchas 
Jesus, and He told them plainly that 
He had not come to call such as they, 
but that they had better go and learn 
the meaning of these words; “T will 
have mercy and not sacrifice.” Christ 
Jesus came not to patch up an old and 
ruined nature nor to attempt to put 
new wine, the wine of the kingdom, 
into the old bottles of the carnal mind, 
but He came to give a new nature to 
penitent sinners and to make them 
new creatures from within outward; 
He came to have mercy upon the lost 
and to give Himself and His rightcous- 
ness to those who receive Him.

Spring, is in the valley of Kedron, 
anu wus the only natural spring in 
the vicinity of the city of Dayid, 1t 
Wut separated from tne city by the 


OUphel kKiage, a mass of rock, so that} 


Wien enemies appeared before the 
wil they could cut off this supply 
uno compel the people within to de- 
pena upon stored water. King Heze- 
kiah, about 700 .C., deveted himself 
to remeuying this by constructing a 
tunnel, which is reierred to in II. 
Kings, xx., 20, to bring the waters 
Within the wails, 

At that time not only was tunnel- 
ling throug rock an untried work, 


anu one that must be done without | 


such aids in the way of drills and 
blusting powder as even the most 
uimaieur workman would use tow- 
auays, but there was no mariner’s 
compass or other meuns for following 
a given direction unuerground.

To-day the pride of all de- 
nominstions centres, not in their 
doctrines, but in their institutions. 
The people are no longer exhorted t 
hold fast to the doctrines 6f Method. 
ism, Calvinism, etc., but.to hold fast 
to the System, They are no longei 
encouraged to think of their system 
as being the only one, outside o 
which there would be no salvation 
but they are encouraged to cultivate 
a partisan spirit, which takes pride 
in their organization, its wealth, the 
value of its church property, the 
largeness of its collections, the gran 
deur of its music, the wisdom, learn. 
ing and ability of its preachers, und 
the fashion and wealth of its consti 
tuency. 

It is not our wish to offer a single 
unkind or unbrotherly criticism. I 
is our duty and privilege, however, 
to point out that the creed doctrines 
of the various denominations, now 
set on the shelf as too frail and im. 
perfcet to stand handling and inves. 
tigation, are not and never were the 
doctrines of Christ and the Apostles 
It is our duty and pleasure to show 
forth to Christian people to the ex: 
tent of our ability that the teachings 
of the Bible, the doctrines of Christ, 
are grand, noble, reasonable, “worthy 
of all acceptation.” To the extent 
that we succeed in doing this we are 
bringing back straying Christians 
from \the deceptive bogs of Evolution 
and Higher-Criticism to ‘the firm | 
foundation, the solid rock of Truth— 
God's Word. 

“Faithful are the wounds of a 
friend” is the Divine assurance. We | 
cannot, therefore, better show our 
friendship and Christian love to our 
brethren than by pulling down from 
the shelf their reverenced creeds and 
allowing them to fall in pieces be- 
yond repair.

as members, On every line we should 
be looking for the harmonies, instead 
of rejoicing in the errors which have 
long divided us into hundreds of sects 
and parties. 

However, in some respects sectarian 
energy is better than federated death, 
Miglit we not even say thut if all the 
creeds were dashed to pieces and each 
Christian stood forth unshackled as 
respects denominational bonds, the re- 
sult would be a great improvement so 
far as individual thought, study, and 
relutionship to God would bea con- 
cerned? In a word, each Christian 
should have his own creed, his in- 
dividual faith; and none should do 
more or less than to assist his mind 
to a full understanding of the Word 
fe the Lord in respect to every sub- 
ject. 

All doctrines which cannot show a 
foundation and full authority in the 
teaching of Jesus and the Apostles 
and Prophets, are doctrines of men. 
‘Lhe teachings from above come to us 
through heuven-appointed channels. 
The jargon which prevails in Christen- 
dom in respect to Christian doctrines 
proves that they are of human origin, 
The Scriptures alone furnish to us the 
doctrines of Christ. 

Briefly stated they declare, “To us 
there is one God, the Father, and one 
Lord, Jesus Christ’ (I. Corinthians 
viii, 6). To us there is one Holy Spirit; 
to us these is “one Church of the Liv- 
ing God, whose names are written in 
heaven”; to us there is ‘‘one Lord 
and one faith and one baptism; one 
God and Father of all’’ (Ephesians iv. 
4-6). However impossible these state- 
ments may have appeared during the 
“dark ages,” they are no longer s0. 
The light of Divine Truth is now shin- 
ing. God has not only put into our

Tunnelling is a very ancient art, 


\'which the Romans in their day effect- 


‘ed many notable improvements in; 
but some of our modern constructions 
in this branch of practical enginecring 
‘would ussuredly have set the men of 
old Rome into a state of amazement, 
could they but have foreseen their 
audacity and extent, 

One of the most remarkable feats in 
the entire history of tunnelling has 
quite recently been carried to a tri- 
umphant conclusion by a British firm. 
Messrs. 8. Pearson & Son. Pearson’s 
have achieved many engineering mar- 
vels in various parts of the globe, but 
none of which they are prouder than 
the one which we are about to de- 
scribe, 

This is the tunnelling of the East 
River at New York and the linking 
up of the railway system from Man- 
hatton Island to Long Island City. 
The long neck of land upon which 
New York City stands is separated 
from the mainland by two narrow 
channels on eech side; and before 
the new tunnel—thvough which trains 
are now regulafly running—was com- 
pleted, ferry boats provided the only 
means of transit, a matter of immense 
inconvenience to myriads of passen- 
gers. 

Hitherto there has been only one 
important railway station in the Em- 
sees City—the New York Central. The 

ennsylvania Reilway now extends 
right across New York by tunnels un- 
der the Hudson River on one side 
and beneath the East River on the 
other, thus bringing Long Island City 
into direct communication. 

Not any American firm of engineers 
could be found ready to tackle the 
tremendously difficult task presented 
by the construction of the tunnels un- 
der the Eust River; but Messrs Pear. 
son—who have had more experience 
of this branch of engineering than 
any other contractors in the world— 
undertook the work in face of condi- 
tions involving very considerable risk. 
and have now completed it in the 
most satisfactory way. 

Pearson’s had done some successful 
tunnelling, years ago, beneath the 
Hudson River at New York; and their 
experiences since the finish of the 
first great piece of sub-aqueous boring 
have been greatly expanded. Parti- 
cularly in connection with the making 
of the Blackwell Tunnel beneath the 
Thames had they obtained further 
mmstery of the secrets and perils of 
shifting clay. American engineers had 
watched with interest the difficulties 
that this famous firm had overcome 
in London, and there was not much 
surprise expressed in the United 
States when it was foun¥ that Pear- 
son's had undertaken a job which no 
American contractors dared 
handle, But it was a sore point with 
the Yankees to have to be taught how 
to do Sings by the Britisher. Before 
thoy could go to work Messrs, Pear- 
son were compelled to register them- 
6elves as an American firm, and had 
moreover to accept a risk of $2,000,000 
should they not succeed in carrying 
out their contract. This, however. in 
no way dismayed the great English 
firm. The bright lexicon of Pearson 
knows no such word as “fail.” 

Dangers and difficultica of an al- 
most nppalling character presented 
themselves to the bold yct always 
confident contractors. Four tunnela 
had to be driven through the solid 
rock beneath New York City, then 
through a mixture of boulders and 
quicksand, then into quicksand and 
silt. In the middle of the river there 
is a low reef breaking un through the 
quicksand, but so shallow that the 
tunnels, as they now exist, have their 
roofs ten fect above the reef in some 
places, and in few places was there 
sufficient rock over the outer line o1 
the tubes to form a safe cover for 
the working gangs. 

This meant that there was a contin. 
uous peril of the roof of the tunnel 
being blown out by the immense nres- 
sure of nir from within. It meant, 
further, that to drive throurh the 
quicksands the men had to work in 
compressed air which would resist the 
natural and deadly inclination of the 

vicksund to rush in and swallow up 
those plu:t y excavators. It meant. 
al#o, thut these men were working 
continually behind the boring shield 
in an air pressure of 31 pounds to 
every square inch of the human body. 

And it was known that men affect- 
ed by compressed air died a horribly 
painful death, caused by bubbles from 
the high-pressure atmosphere which 
penetnited the arteries and produced 
ruptures, or, when they reached the 
brain, instant death, 

As the shield was advanced, the 
fron lining of the tubes was erected 
and covered with rings of cement. The 
four tubes now extend under the river 
from two steel caissons or cylinders 
sunk between First avenue and the 
shore of the East River, Manhattan, 
to a similar pair of caissons on the 
water front of Long Island City, Un- 
derground on the Long Island side 
the tunnels continue diagonally, grad- 
ually converging, and mecting finally 
in one huge shaft.

Defence !s Now the Great Question 
In the Antipodes, 
One of the most noteworthy effects 


of the federation of the Australian 
states has been the enormously in-

creased interest in the b ge of 
defence. Not only has the Central 
Government, which now. eontsols the 


whole of the naval and military de- 
fence forces, taken the whole question 
up, but the public have also come to 
see that it was of little use to go on 
developing the rich territory which 
they own unless they took proper 
steps to defend .their hearths and 
homes against all comers, 

When Lieutenant-General Sir Ed- 
ward Hutton, K.C.M.G., C.B., assum- 
ed command of the troops of the six 
states of the Commonwealth seven 
years ago, he found in existence six 
different systems of military organ- 
ization, which it was his task to co- 
ordinate into one organtic whole. 

A_ memorandum has now been is 


on the military defence of Australia 
and its progress since federation. 
And a very creditable and gratifying 
account it is. Whereas Sir Edwar 
Hutton was forced to report in 1903 
that the system of training for both 
officers and men was bad, and that 
“the deficiences in equipmem alone 
are sufficient to place the military 
forces of the Commonwealth as at 
present constituted on an_ insigni- 
feant plene of efficiency,” it is ob- 
vious fom the memorandum that a 
very differert state of things prevails 
todvy. Following the plan adopted 
in Great Britiin, the office of com- 
mander-in-chicf has been abolished, 
and a Militsry Board established, 
with the Miri ter of State for De- 
fence at its head. Every department 
was subjected to a -thorough and 
searching enquiry. The need for ac- 
tion at once became apparent, and 
the Governmert proce without 
deley to provide the necessary funds. 

The coastal fortifications were 
found to b> ar.ned with obsolete guns, 
and the complete rearmament was 
forthwith begun. Since federation 
the sum of £140,000 has been spent 
in this direction alone, and in secur- 
ing an emn unition reserve, exceed- 
ing the Imperial scale. This type of 
gun adopted for the harbor fortresses 
was the 6-in. B.L, Mark VII, a 
quick-firing wearon. 

Sir Edward Hutton recommended 
that £525,000 should be spent during 
& period of five years in bringing the 
warlike stores equipment up to a 
satisf ctory level, The actual ex- 
penditure between 1903-4 and 1906-9 
was £719,465, including the outlay on 
rearmament. 

A small arms factory is in course 
of erection at Lithgow, in New South 
Wales, at a cost of £97,000, and it is 
hoped to be uble to produce rifles | 
and bayonets rt a lower cost than} 
the imported article. A cordite fac- 
tory is being established at Marl-! 
byrnong, near Melbourne, on which | 
£66,000 will be expended, and_ the! 
Colonial Ammunition Co., which is 
established at Footscray, not far | 
from the Victorian capital, is extend- | 
ing its plent and premises so as to, 
make Australia self-contained as to 
the inamufacture of small arms am- 
munition. The company at present 
supplies 15,000,000 rounds annually.

“Dick” Seddon’s Manoeuvre. 


The approaching resignation of Lord 
Plunket, who has been Governor of 
New Zealand since 1904, recalls an 
amusing manoeuvre on the part of the 
late Mr. Seddon, when his lordship 
first arrived to take up his appoint- 
ment. Had there been any interval 
between the departure of Lord Ran- 
turly, Lord Plunket’s predecessor, and 
Lord Plunket, Chief Justice Sir Rob- 
ert Stout would have been sworn in 
as acting governor.

Dr. Michael Clark of Red Deer, 
Alta., is one of the few men who have 
been able to command the serious at- 
tention of the House of Commons be- 
fore the expiration of his second ses- 
sion in his first Parliament, Parlia- 
ment has a tendency to repress the 
new and ambitious member until such 
time as he has learned all the rules 
of the game, and has realized the 
truth that the House is a much more 
difficult thing to reform than he prob- 
ubly thought it was. Dr. Clark, how- 
ever, has been able to hold the at- 
tention of the House ever since his 
first speech last session. That speech 
was even tnore remarkable in that as 
a new member he made a pointed at- 
tuck on George E. Foster's theory of 
economics,

He is 
suid by some to be a theorist, but 
those who have watched his career 
in the House say that his theories 
make excellent practice. As a man 
who took un active interest-in Eng- 
lish politics in the days before he 
came, Satta) ago, to this country, 
e game of politics. He 
knows how to make speeches that will 
tell, His vocabulary and his voice 

contribute to their effectiveness. 
In, England he worked in the sup- 
rt of Sir Edward Grey. and of Mr. 
ohn Morley in North Northumber- 
land ,and Newcastle-on-Tyne, respec- 
tively; and now that he is in Oana- 
dian politics he remains a free trader, 
He hus original ideas and has the 
courige to state them when he_be- 
lieves the time is ripe for them. But, 
on the other hand, he refrains from 
exposing these ideus if he thinks they 
are not opportune. For instance, he is 
a believer in the single tax. He be- 
lieves that that will be the ultimate 
method of applying free trade in this 
continent But, as he expressed it 


! in a private conversation recently, he 


thinks that in the present political 
conditions in Canada the introduction 
of direct taxution would be a move of 
immense political difficulty. Not 
every single taxer has breadth enough 
to admit that, nor patience enough 
to work quietly toward the goal, 

About forty-eight years ago Dr, 
Clark was born in Belford, Northum- 
berlund, England. He came of Scotch 
and English idee In Elmfield 
College, ut York, and later, in Edin- 
burgh University, he distinguished 
himself in several lines of scholarship. 
After graduating in medicine, in addi- 
tion to his activities in supporting 
Sir Edward Grey and John Morley, 
he himself sat for several years in 
the school board of Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
In 1901 he came to Canada. He had 
decided that the best opportunity for 
the raising of his four sons was offer- 
ed here, He purchased several hun- 
dred acres of land near Red Deer, 
and he and the sons commenced 
ranching. The father gave up every- 
thing but his interest in politics in 
order to learn the secrets of success- 
ful ranching and in order to under- 
stand, too, the spirit to the Canadian 
West. Instead of allowing his inter- 
est to remain centred in the political 
world in England, he was quick to 
appreciate Cunadian problems, and 
ready to assume them with his Cana- 
dian alssnahip. To-day the ranch 
consists of a thousand acres. Great 
herds of cattle range over it. The sons, 
now grown to manhood, have taken 
over the responsibilities of the ranch, 
while the father gratifies his old lik- 
ing for politics and his sense of duty 
as a public-spirited citizen by assist- 
ing the Government in the House of 
Commons. Between the sessions he 
goes home and plays cricket with his 
sons or rides a pony over the ranch 
in the pursuit of business. As a citi- 
zen, he is worthy of the country. As 
a man of culture, he is a profitable 
acquaintance, and as a member of 
Parliament, he stands for sound econo- 
mies and a clean, strong, large-mind- 
ed administration.
